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EXECUTIVE  SUMMARY 

The  purpose  of  the  Economic  and  Demographic  Analysis  of  Montana  is  to  provide  up-to-date 
information  for  Montana's  Consohdated  Plan  (CP)  and  the  State's  annual  planning  process  for 
housing  and  community  development  activities.  There  are  two  major  goals  in  preparing  this 
document.  The  first  is  to  analyze  the  economy,  evaluate  current  demographic  data,  and  report  on 
the  current  housing  market  in  Montana.  The  second  major  goal  is  to  provide  useful  information 
to  communities  and  organizations  applying  for  federal  funds  from  the  Home  Investment 
Partnership  (HOME)  and  Community  Development  Block  Grant  (CDBG)  programs  for  projects 
involving  housing,  public  facilities  and  economic  development. 

ECONOMIC  PROFILE 

Montana's  economy  is  diversifying,  becoming  less  dependent  on  its  traditional  resource-based 
industries  of  agriculture,  mining,  and  resource  manufacturing.  For  example,  the  percentage  of 
employment  in  industries  such  as  food  products,  metals  refining,  or  lumber  and  wood  products  is 
declining.  At  the  same  time,  the  service  and  retail  sectors  are  becoming  much  larger  portions  of 
the  State's  economic  picture.  The  last  10  to  15  years  have  seen  a  steady  increase  in  total 
employment,  defined  as  the  total  number  of  jobs.  Exhibit  I,  below,  presents  the  most  recent 
Bureau  of  Economic  Analysis  (BEA)  job  data  for  the  State  of  Montana,  available  through  1999. 
Current  wage  and  salary  estimates  of  people  working,  from  the  Montana  Department  of  Labor 
and  Industry,  indicate  that  employment  growth  has  continued  through  2000.  In  fact,  nearly  6,250 
more  people  were  workmg  in  2000  than  in  1999. 
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So,  for  more  than  a  decade,  the  State's  economic  structure  has  continued  to  show  signs  of  robust 
expansion  and  strength.  However,  measuring  success  only  in  terms  of  jobs  can  be  misleading. 
Income  is  also  an  important  gauge. 

The  State's  economic  activities  can  be  separated  into  two  categories:  those  that  bring  income  into 
the  State,  or  "basic"  activities,  and  mcome  from  those  activities  that  are  the  result  of  trade  within 
Montana,  or  "nonbasic"  activities.    Basic  income  must  continue  to  flow  into  the  State  because 
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the  nonbasic  income  eventually  "leaks"  out  of  Montana's  economy.  The  ratio  of  these  two 
measurements  is  known  as  a  multiplier.  As  Montana's  economy  becomes  further  developed, 
goods  and  services  that  were  once  imported  are  produced  inside  the  State.  This  enhances  trade 
within  Montana,  and  translates  into  more  economic  activity  per  dollar  of  basic  income,  since  a 
smaller  proportion  of  each  dollar  is  spent  out-of-state.  The  multiplier  rises  in  times  of  economic 
expansion  and  falls  in  times  of  economic  decline.  Corresponding  with  rising  employment,  this 
multiplier  has  increased  throughout  much  of  the  1990s.  However,  it  is  still  far  below  the  level  of 
economic  activity  experienced  in  the  late  1970s. 

Exhibit  n,  below,  presents  the  nonbasic/basic  income  multiplier  since  1969.  In  the  latter  1970s 
Montana's  economy  was  exporting  significant  amounts  of  raw  materials,  lumber,  and  related 
heavy  industry  products.  Unfortunately,  much  of  that  came  under  domestic  and  international 
market  pressures,  leading  to  a  long  decline  in  the  health  of  the  economy.  It  was  further  pressured 
during  the  recession  in  1981.  Some  recovery  began  in  1983,  but  another  recession  in  1991 
caused  ftuther  declines.  In  1995,  the  multiplier  took  a  slight  downturn,  but  returned  to  its 
upward  course  over  the  last  five  years.  This  indicator  of  economic  vitality,  the  income 
multiplier,  along  with  Montana's  drive  toward  greater  economic  diversification,  suggests  that  the 
State's  economy  is  improving  and  that  the  business  infrastructure  is  on  a  long-terra  course  to 
increased  economic  health. 
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On  the  other  hand,  average  earnings  per  job  are  not  faring  as  well.  Real  average  earnings  for 
Montana's  workers,  as  developed  fi-om  available  BEA  data  through  1999,  remain  far  below  the 
national  average.  In  1998,  Montana's  real  average  earnings  per  job  were  over  $10,000  less  than 
the  national  average  and  in  1999  this  gap  had  expanded  to  $11,000.  This  gap  in  average  wage 
rates  is  seen  in  Exhibit  HI,  on  the  following  page.  This  implies  that  while  more  economic 
transactions  are  occurring  in  the  State  per  dollar  of  basic  income,  these  transactions  appear  to  be 
dominated  by  less  than  average  wage,  nonbasic  sector  jobs  and  Montana's  average  wages 
compared  to  the  nation  continue  to  deteriorate.

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DEMOGRAPHIC  PROFILE 

Montana's  population  growth  has  been  somewhat  sporadic  but  has  continued  increasing,  having 
reached  902,195,  as  reported  in  the  2000  Census.  The  most  recent  decade  saw  the  largest 
increase  in  about  80  years,  over  103,000,  as  seen  in  Exhibit  FV,  below.

Persons  age  20  or  less  rose  5.36  percent  over  the  last  decade,  significantly  less  than  the  national 
average  of  12.83  percent.  However,  Montana  saw  a  very  large  percentage  increase  in  its 
population  age  20  to  24,  22.21  percent  while  the  nation's  rate  fell  .30  percent.  Those  persons  age 
55  to  64  swelled  nearly  25  percent  as  the  national  rate  rose  only  14.79  percent.  The  total  niunber 
of  households  formed  in  Montana  over  the  decade  rose  faster  than  the  national  average,  17.15 
percent  versus  the  national  average  of  14.72  percent,  rising  to  358,667  households.

The  overall  shifts  in  population  growth  patterns  have  resulted  in  declining  population  in  23 
counties  of  the  State,  growth  rates  exceeding  25  percent  in  seven  counties,  and  more  moderate 
rates  of  growth  m  the  remaining  26  counties.  The  fastest  growmg  county  was  Ravalli,  at  44.2 
percent  over  the  decade,  with  Gallatin  expanding  at  34.4  percent,  Broadwater  at  32.2  percent, 
and  Jefferson  at  26.6  percent.  Garfield  had  the  largest  percentage  decline,  19.51  percent,  with 
Prairie  declining  13.3  percent,  and  Sheridan  close  by  with  a  13.25  percent  decline. 

The  rate  of  change  in  the  population  residing  in  non-institutionalized  group  quarters  is  a 
curiosity.  The  category  is  defined  to  include  group  homes,  emergency  and  transitional  shelters, 
shelters  for  abused  women,  shelters  for  children,  soup  kitchens,  and  non-sheltered  outdoor 
locations  (the  homeless),  h  also  includes  off-campus  college  housing,  college  dormitories, 
military,  and  religious  quarters.  Excluding  the  college  and  military  quarters  residents  from  the 
total  non-institutionalized  group-quarters  population  fell  from  5,427  in  1990  to  5,255  in  2000. 


Total  Native  American  population  in  the  State  of  Montana  rose  17.6  percent.  However,  each  of 
the  tribes  is  expanding  at  differing  rates  and  their  own  demands  for  housing  vary  by  the  degree 
that  tribal  members  have  been  staying  on  or  relocating  to  tribal  lands.  Some  tribes,  though,  have 
grown  very  quickly,  such  as  Rocky  Boys'  Reservation,  which  grew  nearly  37  percent  over  the 
last  decade.  The  Flathead  reservation  also  saw  its  population  expand  quickly,  rising  36.4  percent 


over  the  decade 


HOUSING 

The  total  number  of  housing  imits  in  Montana  rose  nearly  51,500,  or  14.25  percent  over  the  last 
decade.  This  was  greater  than  the  national  rate  of  increase  of  13.34  percent.

Owner-occupied  homes  increased  by  41,824  over  the  decade  and,  as  a  percent  of  total  occupied 
homes,  rose  to  69.1  percent,  greater  than  the  national  average  of  66.2  percent.  Renter  occupied 
homes  rose  at  a  slower  rate,  but  still  rose  by  10,680  units,  or  10.65  percent  over  the  decade, 
faster  than  the  national  average  of  8.33  percent. 

New  construction  dwelling  units  permitted  by  permit  issuing  place  are  presented  in  Exhibit  VI, 
below.  Two  peak  periods  occurred  where  the  total  permits  issued  exceeded  3,000.  The  first  was 
in  1983  and  the  second  was  the  three-year  penod  1993  through  1995.

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While  total  permits  in  these  two  peak  periods  are  about  the  same,  the  early  1990s  saw  much 
more  single-family  construction.  In  1983,  1,662  single-family  units  were  authorized,  but  in  the 
1993-95  period,  single-family  permits  typically  exceeded  2,000. 

There  are  three  available  sources  of  new  construction  data:  the  U.S.  Census  Bureau,  the  Montana 
Building  Codes  Division,  and  the  Montana  Builders  Industry  Association.  While  all  count 
housing  units  differently,  all  the  sources  indicate  that  construction  slowed  between  1999  and 
2000. 

Furthermore,  there  is  evidence  that  housing  costs  in  Montana  are  begiiming  to  moderate.  The 
average  price  of  manufactured  housing  in  Montana  rose  just  3.6  percent,  from  S47,200  to 
$48,900  between  1999  and  2000.  The  American  Chamber  of  Commerce  Research  Association, 
which  tracks  the  prices  of  single-family  homes  in  many  urbanized  areas  of  the  U.S.,  reports  that 
Montana's  major  cities  have  cooled  in  relation  to  the  national  average.  Still,  as  reported  in  the 
U.S.  Census  Construction  Reports,  the  average  value  of  new  construction,  in  real  1996  dollars, 
rose  from  $104,400  in  1999  to  $108,700  in  2000. 

CONCLUSIONS 

Statewide,  Montana's  economy  shows  dramatic  improvement  since  1990:  by  2000 
unemployment  fell  to  4.9  percent;  overall  economic  activity  is  up;  and  real  average  wage  rates 
are  up,  to  almost  $22,000  per  job.  The  structure  of  the  State's  economy  has  grown  stronger  and 
more  resilient  every  year,  and  the  economy  has  diversified  beyond  its  traditional  resource-based 
industries.  Even  as  the  mining  and  lumber  and  wood  products  industries  faced  higher  raw 
material  costs,  increased  competition  and  waning  employee  demand,  total  employment  grew. 

Montana's  employment  picture  is  upbeat,  with  employment  expansion  continuing  at  a  reasonable 
rate.  Unfortunately,  the  upswing  in  employment  has  not  been  matched  by  real  increases  in 
earnings  per  job.  Continuing  a  disturbing  trend,  Montana's  average  real  wage  rates  remain  low, 
with  the  gap  in  average  earnings  contmuing  to  widen.  Most  employment  growth  appears  to  be  in 
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lower  wage, 
sectors. 


seasonal,  or  part-time  segments  of  the  economy  such  as  the  retail  and  service 


Consequently,  enhancing  the  promotion  of  jobs  and  economic  activities  that  pay  higher  wages 
will  help  improve  Montana's  economic  growth  and  increase  average  real  wages.  This,  in  turn, 
will  allow  consimiers  greater  freedom  of  choice  when  selectmg  housmg. 

While  Montana's  population  growth  rose  over  103,000  between  1990  and  2000,  some  23 
counties  lost  population  during  the  last  decade,  with  six  increasing  more  than  25  percent. 
Montana's  population  moved  west,  causing  declining  housing  demand  in  the  east  and  increasing 
demand  in  the  west. 

Initial  2000  Deceimial  Census  data  indicate  that  non-institutionalized  persons  residing  in  group 
quarters,  excluding  college  or  military  quarters,  has  declined  over  the  last  decade  by  some  3.2 
percent.  The  coimt  of  these  persons  residing  in  special-needs  group  homes,  emergency  shelters, 
transitional  housing  facilities,  domestic  abuse  homes,  and  even  soup  lines  runs  counter  to 
established  indictors  of  the  needs  of  these  special  populations. 

Construction  activity  has  been  mostly  in  areas  experiencing  increases  in  population  and 
household  formation.  In  these  areas,  housing  affordability  continues  to  be  a  significant  issue  in 
Montana,  with  many  areas  experiencing  tight  markets  and  rising  costs.  However,  evidence  is 
mounting  that  high  home  prices  have  begim  to  ease,  with  for-sale  properties  increasing.  Still, 
housing  in  areas  with  slow  or  no  growth  is  generally  less  expensive  than  in  the  more  tirbanized 
areas.  In  these  areas  of  slow  growth,  housing  preservation  may  be  a  more  important  issue  than 
new  home  construction. 
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INTRODUCTION 

The  purpose  of  this  report  is  to  provide  the  Montana  Department  of  Commerce  (MDOC)  with 
information  in  support  of  the  Annual  Action  Plan  for  Housmg  and  Commimity  Development, 
which  covers  the  period  beginning  April  1,  2002  and  endmg  March  31,  2003.  This  document 
was  fu^t  developed  in  1996  and  is  updated  each  year,  accomplishmg  two  tasks.  The  first  is 
researching,  collecting,  and  analyzing  new  data  relating  to  Montana's  economic  and 
demographic  profile,  thereby  making  inferences  about  Montana's  current  economic  status.  The 
second  is  preparing  an  evaluation  of  housing  throughout  Montana.  Hence,  this  report  presents 
significant  economic,  demographic,  and  housing  market  factors  that  influence  the  provision  of 
affordable  housing. 

The  report  is  separated  into  three  parts.  Section  I  discusses  Montana's  Economic  Profile.  It 
presents  new  or  revised  economic  data  for  Montana,  such  as  labor  force,  unemployment,  total 
jobs,  and  both  earned  and  unearned  income.  Section  n  presents  a  synopsis  of  Montana's 
Demographic  Profile.  Selected  demographic  and  household  characteristics  data  fi"om  the  2000 
Decennial  Census  are  featiired.  These  data  include  total  population  and  population  by  race, 
gender,  and  general  age  categories.  Section  III  presents  other  data  fi-ora  the  2000  Decennial 
Census,  evaluating  the  current  housing  inventory  by  documenting  the  total  number  of 
households,  homeownership  rates,  total  nimiber  of  housing  units,  and  vacancy  rates  for 
homeowner  and  rental  property.  Information  on  building  starts,  permits  fi-om  a  variety  of 
sources,  and  a  housing  cost  index  for  selected  cities  in  Montana  are  presented. 

For  the  first  time,  a  Volume  II:  Technical  Appendix  is  being  released.  The  2000  Decennial 
Census  data  are  presented  in  tabular  form  for  each  of  the  State's  56  counties.  Volume  II  also 
reports  county  level  details  about  jobs  by  industry,  sources  of  income,  and  average  real  wages  by 
industry  fi-om  1969  through  1999,  as  released  by  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  Economic  Analysis  (BEA) 
in  June  200 1 .  This  body  of  information  will  allow  interested  persons  access  to  a  single  source  of 
data  fi-om  which  they  can  easily  compare  local  area  data  regarding  demographics,  income,  and 
types  of  work  (or  retirement).

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SECTION  I 
ECONOMIC  PROFILE  OF  THE  STATE  OF  MONTANA 

BACKGROUND 

Montana  is  the  fourth  largest  State  in  total  land  area  in  the  nation,  approximately  145,388  square 
miles.  Back  in  1990,  the  State  had  a  population  density  of  5.50  people  per  square  mile.  At  that 
time,  coimty  population  densities  ranged  from  a  high  of  47.27  people  per  square  mile  in  Silver 
Bow  County,  to  a  low  of  0.3 1  people  per  square  mile  in  Petroleum  County.  The  2000  Decennial 
Census  reports  that  statewide  population  density  has  increased  13  percent,  to  6.2  people  per 
square  mile.  County  population  densities,  however,  have  continued  to  diverge.  Yellowstone 
County  now  has  the  highest,  with  49.1  people  per  square  mile  and  the  least  dense  is  now  Garfield 
County,  with  .27  people  per  square  mile.  Aside  from  the  increased  density  of  Yellowstone 
County,  the  population  of  the  State  has  been  moving  westward.  Two  maps,  depicting  these 
relationships,  are  presented  on  pages  1 1  and  12,  courtesy  of  the  Montana  Department  of 
Commerce,  Census  and  Economic  Information  Center.  Overall,  these  statistics  highlight  that 
Montana's  diversity  of  housing,  pubhc  facility,  and  community  development  needs  have  been 
increasing  over  the  last  10  years. 

With  just  902,195  people,  Montana  has  earned  three  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development  (HUD)  entitlement  areas:  Billings,  Great  Falls,  and  Missoula.^  HUD  entitlement 
areas,  along  with  Native  American  Tribal  Organizations,  are  required  to  submit  separate 
Consolidated  Plan  documents  under  the  National  Affordable  Housing  Act  of  1990  and  other 
legislation.  However,  certain  characteristics  of  Billings,  Great  Falls,  Missoula  and  Native 
American  Tribal  Lands  have  been  integrated  into  the  county  and  statewide  analysis  presented  m 
this  report.  The  following  is  a  brief  discussion  of  Montana's  economy  followed  by  pertment 
newly  released  economic  and  demographic  statistics. 

ECONOMIC  STRUCTURE 

The  health  of  Montana's  economy  depends  upon  the  vitality  of  its  industries,  particularly  "basic" 
mdustries.  Basic  industries  are  those  economic  sectors  that  bring  income  into  the  State,  usually 
through  the  export  of  goods  or  services.  These  exports  can  be  mined  raw  matenals,  manufactured 
products,  fmancial  services,  health  services,  or  a  host  of  other  economic  activities.  Economic 
activities  that  redistribute  income  within  the  State,  such  as  local  trade  of  goods  and  services,  are 
called  "nonbasic." 

As  each  dollar  of  basic  income  is  spent  in  the  State,  it  generates  additional  dollars  of  nonbasic 
income.  For  example,  when  workers  in  exporting  economic  activities,  such  as  oil  and  gas 
production,  spend  their  earnings  locally,  they  create  nonbasic  economic  activity.  Retirees  living 
off  their  domestic  stock  portfohos  also  bring  basic  income  into  the  State.  Economic  analysts 
often  evaluate  the  relationship  of  basic  to  nonbasic  employment  when  gauging  a  State's 
economic  health.  While  employment  is  indeed  an  important  measure  of  economic  activity,  it 
does  not  tell  the  whole  story.  Many  new  jobs  could  simply  be  seasonal,  part-time,  or  low-wage 
activities.    More  importantly,  a  strong  flow  of  income  into  the  State  is  necessary  to  sustain  an 


EnDtlements  are  metropolitan  areas  with  populations  of  50.000  or  more.  Missoula  received  its  Community  Development  Block  Giant 
entitlement  status  in  1998,  but  is  not  yet  a  HOME  entitlement  area. 
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expanding  economy.    Identifying  the  relationship  between  what  income  flows  into  the  State 
(basic  income)  and  the  resulting  mcome  effects  (nonbasic  income)  is  a  multiplier. 

As  the  multiplier  rises,  the  economy  grows  more  integrated.  Products  and  services  previously 
imported  begin  to  be  supplied  locally.  The  local  economy  becomes  increasingly  self-sufficient, 
with  fewer  goods  and  services  being  imported  from  out-of-state,  hicome  leaves  the  area  more 
slowly  than  before.  Increasing  nimibers  of  State  residents  begin  to  enjoy  the  benefits  of  each 
basic  income  dollar.  When  an  economy  is  in  decline,  the  reverse  occurs:  the  ratio  of  nonbasic 
income  to  basic  income  diminishes.  As  imports  rise,  basic  income  dollars  leak  out  of  the  State 
more  quickly,  and  fewer  residents  benefit  from  each  basic  income  dollar. 

Diagram  I  traces  historical  fluctuations  in  the  nonbasic/basic  income  multiplier  for  Montana. 
After  reaching  a  peak  in  the  period  1976  through  1978,  the  multiplier  diminished  rapidly, 
indicating  that  Montana's  economy  had  entered  a  period  of  decline.  The  significant  decline 
experienced  during  these  years  can  be  traced  to  three  primary  influences: 


First,  Montana  had  long  depended  upon  resource-based  industries  to  bring  dollars  into  the 
State.  Downturns  in  these  industries  dealt  heavy  blows  to  Montana's  economy  in  the  late 
1970s  as  periods  of  low  demand  for  its  resources  adversely  affected  employment.  The 
lackluster  performance  of  important  industries  such  as  lumber,  petroleimi  production,  and 
mining  left  fewer  dollars  to  spend  in  Montana's  service  sector.

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•  Second,  Montana  was  profoundly  affected  by  structural  change  in  national  and  global 
markets.  Montana  yielded  market  share  to  competing  suppliers  in  its  resource-based 
industries.  Structural  change  refers  to  long-term  economic  change,  not  the  short-term 
fluctuations  normally  associated  with  the  business  cycle.  Changes  in  technology, 
communications,  information  management,  and  consumer  preferences  caused  economic 
shifts  on  a  global  level.     Those  changes  stimulated  consohdation  and  mechanization  in 
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industrialized  nations  and  contributed  to  rapid  growth  in  low-wage  developing  nations,  where 
resources  may  not  have  been  fully  priced  at  market  value.  Development  and  production 
opportimities  mcreased  on  a  worldwide  basis  and  proximity  to  end-user  markets  and 
transportation  systems  became  increasingly  important. 

•  Third,  Montana's  resource  base  has  dwindled.  For  example,  Montana's  mining  industry 
experienced  structural  change.  It  has  become  increasingly  mechanized  and  many  older 
facilities  have  closed. 

While  recovery  began  in  1983,  the  State's  economy  entered  another  recession  in  1990  and  1991, 
reflecting  another  slip  in  economic  vitality.  Montana  struggled  to  accommodate  these  structural 
changes  at  the  same  time  as  the  availability  of  raw  materials  began  diminishing,  due  in  part  to 
milled  and  mined  products  coming  from  finite  resources.  On  the  other  hand,  some  renewable 
resources  have  also  been  struggling.  For  example,  legislation  has  drastically  reduced  the  amount 
of  harvest  from  federal  timberlands.  As  prices  for  wood  products  have  increased,  substitute 
building  products,  such  as  metal,  plastics,  and  concrete  have  grown  more  competitive.  Such 
competition  tightens  profit  margins,  constrains  wage  increases,  and  causes  further  mechanization 
as  jobs  are  replaced  with  machines.  Montana  is  significantly  less  dynamic  now  than  it  was  in  the 
latter  half  of  the  1970s.  Yet,  Montana's  economy  and  its  citizens  have  demonstrated  an  amazing 
capacity  to  adapt  to  these  changes.  The  economy  has  improved  from  its  lowest  point  in  1982. 
Even  with  the  slight  setback  in  1995,  the  positive  trend  toward  better  economic  health  seen  over 
the  last  ten  years  is  heartening. 

In  summary,  the  State's  traditional  basic  activities  have  been  able  to  compensate  for  troubling 
market  shifts  by  increasing  their  competitiveness  and  efBciency.  More  importantly,  new  and 
emerging  export  industries,  such  as  sportmg  goods,  canola  oil  and  rising  tourism  activity,  have 
spurred  greater  levels  of  employment.  Diagram  E  presents  Montana's  full  and  part-time 
employment  picture  for  the  last  30  years.  The  total  number  of  all  jobs  in  Montana  continues  to 
expand,  at  a  rate  of  about  2  percent  per  year.

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The  U.S.  Bureau  of  Economic  Analysis  (BEA)  developed  these  employment  figures  of  job 
counts  from  income  tax  filings  and  other  sources.  The  BEA  job  coimts  mclude  sole  propnetors, 
farm  and  agricultural  employees,  and  other  non-classified  casual  labor  jobs. 

Table  1,  below,  presents  these  job  counts,  separated  by  their  respective  industrial  categories,  over 
the  1969  through  1999  period.  Not  all  industries  have  shared  equally  m  the  modest  but  generally 
steady  job  expansion.  Mining,  which  peaked  20  years  ago  at  12,589,  is  down  nearly  50  percent, 
with  just  6,498  jobs  in  1999.  Construction,  which  was  hurting  badly  in  1987,  has  more  than 
doubled,  to  34,527  jobs.  The  real  expansion,  though,  has  been  in  services,  which  has  increased 
more  than  three-fold,  from  53,078  in  1969  to  167,868  in  1999.  Retail  trade  also  has  more  than 
doubled,  to  neariy  105,000  jobs  in  1999.

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LABOR  FORCE 

Another  source  of  employment  data  can  be  used  to  view  Montana's  economic  picture  in  positive 
ways:  labor  force  statistics.  The  labor  force  is  defined  as  people  either  working  or  looking  for 
work.  Labor  force  statistics  are  collected  by  the  Montana  Department  of  Labor  and  Industry 
under  rules  established  by  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics. 

For  the  last  10  years,  the  number  of  people  seeking  work  has  swelled  significantly,  from  401.000 
to  479,132,  a  rise  of  78,132.  At  the  same  time,  the  prospects  for  fmding  employment  in  the  State 
have  improved;  78,608  more  people  have  found  work.  Hence,  Montana's  unemployment  rate  fell 
from  7.1  percent  in  1991  to  a  more  respectable  4.9  percent  in  2000.  Table  2,  below,  presents 
labor  force,  employment  and  unemployment  rate  statistics  for  the  State  from  1990  through 
2000.'  However,  these  data  are  not  equitably  distributed  throughout  the  State.

Several  areas  of  the  State  have  experienced  solid  employment  growth.  For  example,  Gallatin 
County's  unemployment  rate,  which  was  5.4  percent  in  1991,  fell  to  an  amazing  2.3  percent  in 
1994.  By  2000,  it  had  increased  slightly  to  2.8  percent.  Economic  theory  suggests  that  this  rate 
is  low  enough  to  cause  a  local  labor  shortage,  precipitating  upward  pressure  on  wage  rates. 
Unfortunately,  other  areas  of  the  State  have  experienced  protracted  rates  of  high  unemployment. 
In  2000,  these  counties  include  Big  Horn  with  14.4  percent.  Glacier  with  13.2  percent,  Lincohi 
with  11. 7  percent,  Roosevelt  with  9.5  percent,  and  Mineral  with  9.0  percent.  Heavy  reliance  on 
resource-based  industries,  with  few  other  employment  opportunities  has  contributed  to  this 
situation.  The  county  level  data  are  presented  in  Appendix  A  of  this  report. 

Not  all  aspects  of  this  seemingly  rosy  economic  landscape  are  necessarily  what  they  first  appear. 
Accompanymg  the  fact  that  Montanans  are  fmding  more  work  in  recent  years,  many  have 
chosen,  or  found  it  necessary,  to  take  a  second  job.  The  U.S.  Bureau  of  Economic  Analysis 
(BEA)  reported  that  in  1999  there  were  552,276  jobs  in  Montana,  as  reported  in  Table  1.  The 
Montana  Department  of  Labor,  which  releases  the  Labor  Force  Statistics,  reports  that  449,361 
people  were  working  in  1999,  as  reported  in  Table  2.  These  data  imply  that  about  one  in  four 
people  is  holding  down  two  jobs,  or  more  precisely,  each  working  person  has  an  average  of  1.23 
jobs,  a  .  ignificant  rise  since  the  early  1980s  when  less  than  one  in  10  persons  held  two  jobs. 

Diagram  III,  on  the  following  page,  graphically  presents  the  nimiber  of  fiill  and  part-time  jobs 
divided  by  labor  force  estimates  of  the  number  of  people  working.  The  result  represents  an 
approximation  of  the  number  of  jobs  held  per  working  persons  throughout  Montana.  This 
indicates  that  nearly  one  in  four  people  are  holding  down  a  second  job.  Interestingly,  when 
compared  to  current  national  statistics,  Montana  ranks  approximately  equal.  The  important 
point,  however,  is  that  over  the  last  15  years,  there  has  been  a  rapid  increase  in  the  number  of 
jobs  being  held  by  Montanans,  in  comparison  with  the  national  norms.

Montanans  are  working  harder  and  holding  more  jobs  per  person  than  at  any  other  time  in  the 
last  30  years.  Why?  There  may  be  several  reasons  but  one  cannot  be  overlooked:  Montana's 
average  rates  of  pay  are  very  low  and  continue  falling  far  behind  national  standards.  Diagram  IV 
demonstrates  that  the  average  pay  for  Montana  workers  is  nearly  $11,000  less  than  the  U.S. 
average,  $32,856  versus  $21,858,  in  real  dollar  terras. 
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DIAGRAM 
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Exploring  Table  3,  below,  will  help  to  explain  this  problem.  The  highest  paying  sector  in  1999 
was  mining,  with  a  strong  $42,205  average  wage  but,  looking  back  to  Table  1  on  page  14, 
mining  is  the  smallest  ector  in  terms  of  employment,  only  1 .2  percent  of  total  employment. 
Transportation-Communication-and  Public  Utilities  (TCPU)  paid  some  $35,300  but  employed 
only  27,327,  slightly  less  than  5  percent  of  total  employment.    The  celebrated  manufacturing 
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sector  pays  just  less  than  the  national  average  for  all  industries,  S30,027  versus  the  national 
average  of  $32,856,  but  employs  just  29,287  or  just  over  5  percent.  Even  government,  while 
paying  higher  than  manufacturing,  still  pays  less  than  the  national  average.  Meanwhile,  the 
largest  employment  sectors  offer  some  of  the  lowest  paying  jobs.  The  retail  trade  sector  employ 
104,951,  or  19  percent  of  the  total,  but  pays  an  average  of  just  513,588.  The  services  sector 
employ  a  whopping  167,868,  or  30  percent  of  the  total,  but  pays  just  $19,433  per  job.  This  mix 
results  in  a  Montana  average  real  wage  rate  of  $21,858.  This  is  nearly  $1 1,000  less  than  the  U.S. 
average  of  $32,856  in  real  1996  dollars.^

There  may  be  market  forces  that  depress  pay  rates  in  Montana,  such  as  a  particular  occupation 
paymg  slightly  less  than  national  averages.  However,  this  would  not  explam  the  sigmficant 
differences  that  continue  to  persist  in  Montana.  Montana  has  substituted  its  higher  paying  jobs 
with  lower  paying  jobs. 

Furthermore,  overall  earnings  have  not  kept  pace  with  total  growth  in  unearned  income  sources. 
Dividends-interest-and  rents  (DIR),  as  well  as  transfer  payments  (such  as  welfare  and  some 
government  retirement  programs),  which  are  unearned  income  sources,  have  risen  nearly  four- 
fold, but  total  earnings,  even  with  increasing  numbers  of  jobs,  have  not  really  grown  very  much. 
Table  4  demonstrates  that  earned  income,  whether  by  proprietors  or  those  being  paid  wages,  rose 
in  real  terms  from  $6.4  million  statewide  to  about  $12  million.  On  the  other  hand  DIR  swelled

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from  $1.3  million  to  $4.4  million  and  transfer  payments  shot  up  from  S.75  million  to  $2.9 
million  over  the  last  3 1  years.

SUMMARY 


Montana's  economy  shows  dramatic  improvement  since  1990:  unemployment  is  down  to  4.9 
percent;  overall  economic  activity  is  up;  real  average  wage  rates  are  up,  to  almost  $22,000  per 
job.  The  structure  of  the  State's  economy  has  grown  stronger  and  more  resihent  every  year,  and 
the  economy  has  diversified  beyond  its  traditional  resource-based  industries.  Even  as  the  mining 
and  lumber  and  wood  products  industries  faced  higher  raw  material  costs,  increased  competition 
and  waning  employee  demand,  total  employment  grew.  So,  Montana's  employment  picture  is 
upbeat,  with  employment  expansion  continuing  at  a  reasonable  rate. 

Unfortunately,  the  upswing  in  employment  has  not  been  matched  by  increases  in  earnings  per 
job.  Continuing  a  disturbing  trend,  Montana's  average  real  wage  rates  remain  low  at  the  same 
time  national  wages  are  rising.  The  gap  in  average  earnings  continues  to  widen  and  most 
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employment  growth  appears  to  be  in  lower  wage,  seasonal,  or  part-time  segments  of  the 
economy  such  as  the  retail  and  service  sectors.  Almost  25  percent  of  Montanans  employed  hold 
two  or  more  jobs  to  make  ends  meet.  These  lower  mcome  statistics  constram  freedom  of  choice 
in  Montana's  housing  markets. 
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SECTION  II 
MONTANA'S  DEMOGRAPHIC  PROFILE

POPULATION 

The  first  Decennial  Census  was  conducted  in  Montana  during  1870,  at  which  time  there  were 
just  20,595  people  in  the  entire  State.  Over  the  next  fifty  years,  the  population  of  the  State  grew 
at  6.7  percent  per  year.  While  this  may  not  soimd  like  much,  it  is  over  2,600  percent,  with  the 
population  rising  to  537,606  by  1920.  Growth  did  not  occur  again  (substantially)  until  the  1950s, 
when  the  population  rose  firom  591,024  to  674,767.  Since  then,  Montana's  experience  has  been 
sporadic,  but  growth  has  continued  and  Montana's  population  reached  902,195,  as  reported  in 
the  2000  Census.  As  seen  in  Diagram  V,  growth  occurred  in  the  1950s,  1970s,  and  1990s.  The 
most  recent  decade  saw  the  largest  increase  in  about  80  years,  with  the  population  nsing  by  over 
103,000.

During  the  last  decade,  Montana's  population  grew  slightly  slower,  however,  than  the  national 
average.  While  Montana  rose  12.91  percent  over  the  decade,  the  U.S.  rose  13.15  percent. 
Nationally,  males  comprise  49.06  percent  of  the  population,  but  in  Montana,  they  comprise 
slightly  more,  but  still  less  than  half  the  total,  about  49.82  percent.  Interestingly,  those  persons 
age  20  or  less  rose  5.36  percent  over  the  decade,  significantly  less  than  the  national  average  of 
12.83  percent.  However,  Montana  saw  a  very  large  percentage  increase  in  its  population  age  20 
to  24,  22.21  percent  while  the  nation's  rate  fell  .30  percent.  Those  persons  age  55  to  64  swelled 
nearly  25  percent  as  the  national  rate  rose  only  14.79. 

The  racial  complexion  of  Montana  has  perceptively  changed  too.  While  American  Indians 
comprised  just  5.97  percent  of  the  population  in  1990,  today  this  population  comprises  some 
6.21  percent,  a  total  increase  of  about  8,389  persons.

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Those  individuals  who  classified  themselves  as  belonging  to  an  "other"  race  rose  from  .45 
percent  to  .59  percent  of  the  total  population.  Interestingly,  there  was  a  48.52  percent  increase 
among  the  total  number  of  persons  indicating  that  they  are  of  Hispanic  decent,  from  12,174 
persons  in  1990  to  18,081  in  2000.^  These  demographic  statistics  are  presented  in  Table  5.

The  total  number  of  households  formed  in  Montana  over  the  decade  rose  faster  than  the  national 
average,  17.15  percent  versus  the  national  average  of  14.72,  rising  to  358,667  households.  This 
type  of  growth  was  due  mainly  to  the  average  persons  per  household  in  Montana  being  lower 
than  the  national  average.  However,  this  type  of  household  formation  places  a  larger  burden  on 
housmg  providers,  given  the  relative  size  of  the  population. 


The  overall  shifts  in  population  growth  patterns  have  resulted  in  declining  population  in  23 
counties  of  the  State,  growth  rates  exceeding  25  percent  in  seven  counties,  and  more  moderate 
rates  of  growth  in  others.  The  fastest  growing  coimty  was  Ravalli,  at  44.2  percent  over  the 
decade,  with  Gallatin  expanding  at  34.4  percent,  Broadwater  at  32.2  percent,  and  Jefferson  at 
26.6  percent.  Garfield  had  the  largest  percentage  decline,  some  19.51  percent,  with  Prairie 
declining  13.3  percent,  and  Sheridan  close  by  with  a  13.25  percent  decline.  Figure  1  on  the 
following  page  is  a  geographic  map,  which  presents  ranges  of  percentage  changes.  The  data  are 
tabulated  in  Appendix  E,  Table  E.l.  Maps  showing  general  population  levels  for  each  county  in 
1990  and  2000  are  presented  in  Figures  2  and  3,  respectively.  Notice  that  the  higher  population 
counties  appear  with  more  frequency  in  the  westem  part  of  the  State.

Those  areas  with  the  largest  percent  increase  in  population  tend  to  be  in  tiie  western  portion  of 
the  State.    Those  areas  with  the  largest  percent  declines  have  tended  to  be  in  the  eastern  portion 
of  the   State.      Hence,  it  appears  that  the  population  density  in  Montana  continues  to  shift 
westward. 
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Economic  theory  suggests  that  for  areas  losing  population,  falling  housing  demand  will  occur 
which  will  then  cause  prices  to  slip,  but  deferred  maintenance  and  other  housmg  preservation 
issues  will  likely  arise.  On  the  other  hand,  an  increasingly  smaller  population  base  paying  for 
infrastructure  will  contribute  to  continuing  infrastructure  affordability  problems  in  these  areas. 
The  reverse  is  true  for  areas  experiencing  more  rapid  growth.  Demand  will  push  up  prices  for 
housing  and  pressures  on  increased  infrastructure  expenditures  will  occur  prior  to  receipt  of  the 
necessary  property  tax  revenues  sufficient  to  fund  the  infrastructure  activity. 

For  general  reference,  Table  E.2,  in  Appendix  E,  displays  population  and  population  growth 
rates  for  many  of  Montana's  cities  and  towns  for  1990  and  2000  Decennial  Census.

POPULATION  LIVING  IN  GROUP  QUARTERS 

Every  person  not  living  in  a  housing  imit  is  classed  by  the  Census  Bureau  as  living  in  some  form 
of  group  quarters.  Group  quarters,  consequently,  represent  a  vast  array  of  potential  living 
arrangements.  Generally  speaking,  these  are  broken  into  two  main  categories:  institutionalized 
settings  and  non-institutionalized  settings.  Overall,  while  Montana's  population  rose  almost  13 
percent  over  the  last  decade,  the  population  in  group  quarters  rose  considerably  more  slowly,  just 
4.3  percent,  or  1,015  persons,  as  seen  in  Table  6,  below.  Interestingly,  while  the  institutionalized 
population  rose  nearly  8.5  percent,  the  non-institutionalized  population  expanded  a  miniscule  .6 
percent,  943  versus  72.

Montana's  institutionalized  population,  defined  largely  as  the  number  of  people  in  correctional 
instimtions,  nursing  homes,  and  hospitals  or  schools  for  those  with  physical  or  mental 
disabilities,  is  growing  more  slowly  than  the  overall  rate  of  population  growth.  These  rates  of 
change  are  quite  different  at  the  local  level,  but  are  due  to  changes  in  institutional  structure,  such 
as  new,  expanded,  or  closed  correctional  facilities. 

However,  the  rate  of  change  in  the  non-institutionalized  population  is  a  curiosity.  The  category 
is  defined  to  include  group  homes,  emergency  and  transitional  shelters,  shelters  for  abused 
women,  shelters  for  children,  soup  kitchens,  and  non-sheltered  outdoor  locations  (the  homeless). 
It  also  includes  off-campus  college  housing,  college  dormitories,  military,  and  religious  quarters. 
When  reviewing  these  same  statistics  at  the  coimty  level,  Missoula  had  the  largest  increase  in 
this  category,  with  98 1  persons  over  the  decade,  followed  by  Yellowstone  County  with  482,  and 
Gallatin  by  234  persons.  The  largest  declines  were  found  m  Cascade  County,  which  declined  by 
657,  Glacier  Coimty,  which  fell  416  and  Park  Coimty,  which  fell  by  395,  as  noted  in  Appendix 
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E,  Table  E.5.     These  statistics  make  more  sense  when  considering  college,  military',  and 
religious  quarters. 

The  curiosity  arises  when  excluding  college  and  military  quarters  from  the  total  non- 
institutionalized  group-quarters  population,  the  total  fell  from  5,427  m  1990  to  5.255  m  2000.'' 
Does  this  then  imply  that  demand  for  homes  or  halfway  houses  for  those  persons  with  drug  and 
alcohol  abuse  problems,  mental  illness,  mental  retardation,  or  physical  handicaps  has  declmed? 
Can  one  infer  that  demand  for  domestic  violence  shelters,  emergency,  or  transitional  housing  has 
declined?  Since  the  2000  Decennial  Census  is  a  count  of  persons  in  these  types  of  housing,  can 
we  say  instead  that  the  supply  of  housing  has  declined  over  the  last  decade? 

In  summary,  there  are  most  likely  areas  where  demand  has  declined.  However,  there  are  equally 
likely  areas  where  demand  outstrips  supply.  While  outside  the  scope  of  this  document,  further 
analysis  of  upcoming  Census  data  releases,  particularly  of  these  non-institutionalized 
populations,  may  be  needed  to  better  define  immet  demand  for  housing  and  housing  related 
services  by  special-need  populations,  as  both  the  supply  and  demand  parameters  vary 
significantly  by  county. 

NATIVE  AMERICANS 

The  total  Native  American  population  in  the  State  of  Montana  rose  some  17.6  percent,  as  noted 
in  Table  5,  presented  on  page  21.  However,  each  of  the  tribes  are  expanding  at  differing  rates, 
and  their  own  demands  for  housing  vary  by  the  degree  that  tribal  members  have  been  staying  on 
or  relocating  to  tribal  lands.  Overall,  American  Indian  populations  residing  on  tribal  lands  in 
Montana  have  expanded  faster  than  those  living  off  of  tribal  lands,  19.8  percent  versus  the  13.6 
percent,  as  noted  in  Table  7.

Some  tribes,  though,  have  grown  very  quickly,  such  as  the  Chippewa  and  Cree  on  the  Rocky 
Boys'  Reservation,  which  grew  nearly  37  percent  over  the  last  decade.  The  Flathead  Reservation

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also  saw  its  population  expand  quickly,  rising  36.4  percent  over  the  decade.    These  statistics 
imply  that  some  tribes  are  likely  to  have  housing  needs  greater  than  experienced  m  recent  years.^ 

SUMMARY 

Montana's  population  increased  by  over  103,000  people  between  1990  and  2000,  an  amount 
greater  than  any  decade  in  the  last  80  years.  However,  the  population  of  23  counties  declined 
during  the  last  decade,  while  six  increased  by  more  than  25  percent.  The  rate  of  household 
formation  is  greater  in  Montana  than  nationally.  Montana  had  358,667  households  in  2000. 
Hence,  Montana's  population  is  moving  west,  causing  declining  housing  demand  in  the  east  and 
increasing  demand  in  the  west,  but  housing  demand  is  fiirther  magnified  by  smaller  household 
sizes  absorbing  more  housing  units. 

Initial  2000  Decennial  Census  data  indicate  that  non-institutionalized  persons  residing  in  group 
quarters  other  than  college  or  military  quarters  have  declined  over  the  last  decade  by  3.2  percent. 
The  count  of  these  persons  residing  in  special-needs  group  homes,  emergency  shelters, 
transitional  housing  facihties,  domestic  abuse  homes,  and  even  soup  lines  runs  coimter  to  the 
implications  drawn  in  Montana's  Continuum  of  Care*.  Hence,  additional  inspection  of  these 
Census  data  may  be  helpful,  when  the  data  become  available  from  the  Decennial  Census. 

Native  American  populations  in  Montana  are  more  concentrated  on  tribal  reservation  and  trust 
lands.  Consequently,  an  increased  need  for  housing  may  be  occurring  on  the  tribal  and  trust 
lands. 


American  Indian  mbes  cunmtly  receive  funds  for  housing  and  community  development  under  the  Native  American  Housing  and  Self- 
Dctermination  Act  of  1 996  (NAHASDA)  and  the  Indian  Housmg  Block  Grant  (IHBG).  Incorporated  cities,  towns  and  counties  on  reservations 
are  also  eligible  to  apply  for  funds  under  the  HOME  program,  admimstered  by  the  Housmg  Division  of  the  Montana  Department  of  Commerce.

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SECTION  III 
HOUSING  INVENTORY  AND  AFFORDABILITY 

HOUSING  UNITS,  HOUSEHOLD  FORMATION,  AND  TENURE 

The  total  number  of  housing  units  in  Montana  rose  by  51,478  over  the  last  decade.  This  was 
14.25  percent  and  greater  than  the  national  rate  of  increase  of  13.34  percent.  However, 
Montana's  occupied  housing  units  rose  17.15  percent,  forcing  down  the  number  of  unoccupied 
homes,  as  seen  in  Table  8,  below.

Owner-occupied  homes  rose  41,824  over  the  decade  and  as  a  percent  of  total  occupied  homes 
rose  to  69. 1  percent,  greater  than  the  national  average  of  66.2  percent.  Renter  occupied  homes 
rose  at  a  slower  rate,  but  still  rose  some  10,680,  or  10.65  percent  over  the  decade,  faster  than  the 
national  average.  However,  vacancy  rates,  statewide,  for  homeowner  homes  and  rental  property, 
while  down  significantly  over  the  last  ten  years,  is  still  slightly  higher  than  the  national  average, 
as  noted  in  the  table  above.  County  level  data  for  each  of  these  data  items  have  been  prepared 
and  are  presented  in  the  Volume  D-Technical  Appendix.

HOUSING  CONSTRUCTION 


According  to  the  Deceimial  Census,  during  the  last  decade  Montana  added  over  5 1 ,000  housing 
units  to  its  housmg  stock,  including  single-family,  modular  homes,  and  apartment  buildings. 
Besides  these  Census  data,  there  are  three  sources  of  annual  construction  activity,  useful  for 
inferring  year-to-year  trends. 

One  is  the  Montana  Building  Industry  Association  (MBIA),  another  is  the  Montana  Department 
of  Labor,  Building  Codes  Division  (BCD),  and  the  third  is  the  U.S.  Census  Bureau,  Construction 
Reports.  The  MBL\  data  represent  building  starts  reported  by  members  of  the  Association  on  a 
voluntary  basis.  Consequently,  some  starts  may  not  be  reported  and  other  starts  may  be  reported 
more  than  once.  This  data  set  does  not  represent  modular  or  mobile  home  development.  It  also 
excludes  the  number  of  homes  built  within  the  city  limits  of  forty-three  cities  in  the  State.^  The 


These  cities  arc  Belgtade,  Belt,  Big  Sandy.  Broadus.  Chester,  Chinook,  Choteau.  Conrad,  Cut  Bank.  Darby.  Deer  Lodge.  East  Helena.  Forsyth.

BCD  to  have  their  own  electrical  permittmg  process.   Hence,  these  permits  do  not  appear  in  the 
BCD  nimibers.^

The  U.S.  Census  Construction  Reports  pertain  to  building  permits  issued  by  permit  issuing  areas. 
This  source  of  information  relates  to  single-family  units,  duplex  units,  three  and  four  unit 
buildings,  and  five  or  more  unit  buildings.  The  definition  of  single-family  is  informative: 

Single-family  houses  include  all  detached  one-family  housing.  It  also  includes  all  attached  one- 
family  housing  separated  by  a  wall  that  extends  from  ground  to  roof  with  no  common  heating 
system  or  interstnictural  public  utilities.  This  category  includes  prefabricated,  sectionalized, 
panelized,  and  modular  homes  which  are  maiiufactured  partially  off-site,  but  which  are  transported 
and  assembled  at  the  construction  site.  It  excludes  mobile  homes. 

While  the  Census  Construction  Reports  capture  most  areas,  such  as  Billings  or  Gallatin  County, 
it  is  likely  to  miss  some  construction,  particularly  in  areas  where  building  permits  are  not  issued. 
Hence  the  three  sources  can  neither  be  added  together,  due  to  prospective  double  coimting,  nor 
can  any  one  be  relied  upon  as  the  definitive  source.  Consequently,  all  three  data  sources  are 
presented  and  inferences  are  draw  from  the  direction  of  change  indicated  by  the  data. 

The  Census  Bureau  has  been  collecting  and  reporting  new  construction  building  permits  for  the 
longest  period.  Data  from  1980  through  2000  are  addressed  herein.  Diagram  VI  presents  the 
annual  number  of  permits  issued  for  all  dwelling  units  over  this  time  period.  Two  peak  periods 
occurred  where  the  total  permits  issued  exceeded  3,000.  The  first  was  in  1983  and  the  second 
the  three  year  period  1993  through  1995.  While  total  permit  activity  during  these  two  periods  is 
the  same,  the  early  1990s  had  far  more  single-family  construction.  In  1983,  1,662  imits  were 
single-family  but  in  the   1993-95  period,   single-family  permits  typically  exceeded  2,000,

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implying  a  weakened  rental  market  and  a  relatively  stronger  homeownership  market  in  the  mid 
to  latter  1990s.  These  data  are  presented  by  county,  over  the  period  1980  through  2000,  in 
Appendix  B,  Tables  B.l  through  B.5. 


These  cities  are  Billmgs,  Bozeman.  Bune-Silver  Bow,  Columbia  Falls,  East  Helena,  Great  Falls.  Helena,  Missoula,  and  Stevensville. 
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Statewide  annual  Census  Bureau,  MBIA,  and  BCD  data  are  presented  in  Table  9.  All  three 
sources  of  information,  while  substantially  different  in  their  estimates,  mdicate  that  demand  for 
single-family  housing  cooled  between  1999  and  2000,  with  the  Census  indicating  a  slight  declme 
of  about  40  permits,  the  BCD  reporting  283  fewer  electrical  permits,  and  the  MBIA  reporting  a 
drop  in  housing  starts  of  239  single-family  units.  Both  the  Building  Codes  Division  and  the 
Building  Industry  Association  report  data  by  county,  and  are  presented  in  Appendix  C  and 
Appendix  D.

The  BCD  reports  placement  data  of  new  or  used  modular  or  manufactured  housing;  the  Census 
Bureau  is  a  compatible  source  of  manufactured  housing  data  that  is  readily  available.  Data 
reported  in  Table  1 0  on  the  following  page  relate  to  new  manufactured  or  modular  home  units 
placed  in  service  in  Montana.  Statistics  have  only  been  collected  over  the  last  seven  years.  Over 
this  period  of  time,  new  manufactured  and  modular  home  imits  placed  in  service  in  Montana 
have  ranged  from  1,400  to  nearly  2,000  units.  This  is  about  50  to  65  percent  of  what  is  reported 
by  the  BCD.  One  can  infer  that  many  of  the  BCD  values  represent  used  housing  imits  that 
change  locations  each  year,  either  through  the  household  relocating  or  a  change  in  owoiership. 

HOUSING  COSTS 

The  difference  in  price  of  manufactured  housing  between  the  national  average  and  the  Montana 
average  has  moderated  over  the  last  year.  In  1999  Montana's  average  was  $47,200,  $3,800 
higher  than  the  nation.  In  2000,  manufactured  housing  in  Montana  averaged  $2,400  more  per 
imit  than  the  national  average,  with  single-wide  units  $1,600  higher  and  double-wide  units 
$1,300  higher.' 


The  average  includes  more  types  of  manufactured  dwellings  than  are  presented  in  the  table,  such  as  triple  wides  or  two  story  units.

This  moderation  in  price  is  consistent  with  the  cooling  permit  and  housing  start  activity 
previously  cited.  It  is  also  consistent  with  other  data  compiled  quarterly  for  250-300  urban  areas 
nationwide  by  the  American  Chambers  of  Commerce  Research  Association  (ACCRA). 

These  ACCRA  data  represent  a  relative  comparison,  or  index,  with  the  national  average  set  equal 
to  100  in  each  quarterly  period.  It  does  not  measure  inflation,  and  each  quarter  is  a  unique 
measurement.  Both  the  number  and  mix  of  participants  can  change  from  one  quarter  to  the  next, 
thereby  altering  the  underlying  comparability  of  the  data.  Furthermore,  some  judgment  sampling 
occurs  with  items  within  categories.  Participating  Chambers  of  Commerce,  or  similar 
organizations  provide  data.  No  precise  representation  can  be  made  as  to  the  absolute  reliability 
of  each  submitting  entity's  data. 

It  is  reasonable  to  assume  that  individual  entities  collect  data  somewhat  differently  from  time  to 
time,  thereby  reducing  the  precision  of  a  long-term  or  time-series  representation  for  a  single  city. 
ACCRA  inspects  the  data  and  discards  or  deletes  perceived  errors  and  omissions.  Still,  small 
differences  between  the  index  values  of  one  area  and  those  of  another  area  caimot  be  construed 
as  significant  disparities  in  the  cost  of  living.  On  the  other  hand,  large  differences  can  indeed 
represent  real  variations  in  the  costs  of  living.  Regardless  of  the  above  caveats,  the  data  present 
a  reasonable  point-in-time  comparison  between  areas  and  shows  a  national  average  price  indexed 
to  100,  with  housing  prices  fluctuating  around  the  national  average.'" 

In  Table  1 1 ,  on  the  following  page,  the  ACCRA  Cost  of  Housing  Index  shows  some  variation 
aroimd  the  State.  Further,  it  is  most  interesting  to  note  that  the  disparity  between  the  U.S.  and 
selected  Montana  cities  was  most  extreme  during  the  period  1993  through  1995,  when 
construction  activity  was  at  a  relative  peak.  Since  that  time,  the  indices  have  moved  closer  to  the 
national  average  and  in  the  last  year  have  fallen  below  the  national  average.  Recall  that  while 
housing  prices  in  Montana  cities  have  recently  been  at  par  with  the  nation,  and  only  now  are 
beginning  to  fall,  wages  are  far  below  the  national  average.  This  implies  that  a  larger  portion  of 
the  household  budget  is  devoted  to  housing  in  Montana  than  at  the  national  level. 


The  ACCRA  Housing  Index  is  weighted  with  25  percent  rent  for  a  two-t>edroom  apartment  and  75  percent  the  monthly  mortgage  payment, 
using  cunent  interest  rates,  on  a  1,800  square  foot  home  (assuming  a  25  percent  down  payment).

The  value  of  new  construction  authorized  by  the  U.S.  Census  Bureau  is  another  mteresting  way 
to  evaluate  housing  costs.  In  addition  to  housing  unit  permit  data,  the  U.S.  Census  Bureau  also 
collects  and  releases  the  value  of  construction  for  all  permitted  new  construction.  These  value- 
of-construction  numbers  have  been  deflated  to  represent  the  value  of  construction  in  real  1996 
dollars  per  unit  over  the  period  1980  through  2000.  Each  type  of  dwelling  unit  permitted,  by 
county,  is  presented  in  Tables  B.6  through  B.9  in  Appendix  B.  The  statewide  average  price  for 
new  single-family  construction  was  $64,700  per  unit  in  1980,  rose  to  $103,200  in  real  terms  by 
1990,  and  then  slipped  back  to  $93,000  in  1994.  But  by  2000,  the  average  pnce  of  a  newly 
permitted  home  was  $108,700.  Recall  that  these  value-of-construction  nimibers  include  fully 
site-built  homes  as  well  as  modular  housing.  Diagram  VII,  on  the  following  page,  presents 
twenty-one  years  of  these  trends  in  graphic  form.

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SUMMARY 

Construction  activity  has  been  isolated  to  areas  experiencing  increases  in  population  and 
household  formation.  In  these  areas,  housing  affordability  continues  to  be  a  significant  issue  in 
Montana,  with  many  areas  experiencing  tight  markets  and  rising  costs.  However,  evidence  is 
mounting  that  recent  spikes  in  home  prices  have  eased. 

Housing  in  areas  with  slow  or  no  growth  is  generally  less  expensive  than  in  the  more  urbanized 
areas.  However,  in  these  more  rural  areas,  housing  preservation  may  be  a  more  important  issue 
than  new  home  construction. 

Overall,  construction  activity  slowed  between  1999  and  2000,  potentially  in  response  to  slower 
demand.  This  initially  compounded  a  shortage  of  affordable  homes  on  the  market  for 
homebuyers  in  the  more  rapidly  growing  areas,  but  now  appears  to  be  influencing  the  market 
prices  of  homes,  with  the  number  of  for-sale  properties  on  the  market  increasing.
